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President’s Office to renew tradition 
by moving back into College Hall 


With the College Hall renovation 
project close at hand, President I. 
King Jordan has announced that he 
will renew a Gallaudet tradition by 
relocating his office to the historic 
structure. Because of the decision to 
move the President’s Office, the official 
Opening ceremony for College Hall has 
been moved from May 6 to May 26. 

According to the Office of Public 
Relations, Dr. Jordan is expected to 
move from the Edward Miner Gal- 
laudet building to the second floor of 
College Hall in July. Joining him in 
the move will be Dr. Jack Gannon, 
special assistant to the president for 
advocacy, Dr. Bette Martin, special as- 
sistant to the president for institution- 
al affairs, Sue Ellis, director of 
congressional relations, and all of the 
President's Office support staff. 

Until 1959, when President 
Leonard Elstad moved his office from 
College Hall to Hall Memorial Build- 
ing, all of the University’s former 
presidents had been located in Col- 
lege Hall. Completed in 1866, it is 
the oldest existing structure on Ken- 


dall Green. 

Jordan commented that the upcom- 
ing move “is not something I had 
planned. I like my office in EMG and 
had no desire to change. But, as 
numerous people pointed out to me, 
traditionally Gallaudet presidents 
have been located in College Hall. 
The historical and cultural connota- 
tions are important, and I want to 
maintain those connections with the 
building.”’ 

In news of other office moves 
planned for Kendall Green in May or 
June, the College for Continuing Edu- 
cation is slated to move to the se- 
cond floor of Peet Hall and the 
School of Management is expected to 
relocate from the West Office Build- 
ing and Ely Center to the first floor 
and basement of Peet Hall in order to 
consolidate the school under one 
roof. Two computer labs for the 
School of Management will relocate 
from Ely Center to the basement of 
EMG in the area currently used by 
Interpreting Services (GIS). GIS is 
scheduled to move to Chapel Hall. 


Recognizing community of excellence 
is theme of ’92 Awards Day program 


Chapel Hall held a standing room 
crowd for the annual Awards Day 
program on April 16, sponsored by 
the University’s Committee C (Faculty 
and Student Affairs). 

In step with the ceremony’s theme, 
“Recognizing the Community of Ex- 
cellence,’’ faculty and student organi- 
zations recognized individual achieve- 
ment with 49 different awards and 
scholarships. Several such honors 
went to more than one person, bringing

the total number of people who 
received awards to 91. 

While the awards honored primari- 
ly students, several faculty and staff 
members were recognized as well. 

Willard Madsen, associate professor 
in the Department of Sign Communi- 
cation, received the Tower Clock 
Dedication. Madsen was honored for 
his work establishing the New Faculty 
Orientation program and the Sign 
Communication Proficiency Interview 
in addition to his published sign lan- 
guage books, his poetry, and more 
than 35 years of service to the 
University—all of which follow this 
yearbook’s theme, ‘“‘Making Our 
Mark.”’ 

“T think the Tower Clock award is 
one of the most coveted awards of 
any faculty person on campus,”’ said 
Madsen. 

Kathryn (Kitty) Baldridge, assistant 
professor in the Department of Physi- 
cal Education and Recreation, was 
named Mother of the Year by Alpha 
Sigma Pi and Gallaudetian of the Year 
by Kappa Sigma. 

Alpha Sigma Pi also gave the Jona- 
thon Hall award to Dr. William 
Moses, professor in the Theatre Arts 
Department, and the Woman of the 
Year award to Dr. Roslyn Rosen, dean 
of the College for Continuing Educa- 
tion.

School of Communication’s awards 
program includes tribute to Eastman 


Outstanding students, faculty, and 
staff were honored at the School of 
Communication’s Fifth Annual 
Awards Program April 15 in the Mer- 
rill Learning Center. 

The program included a tribute to 
the 35-year career of Gallaudet 
professor and deaf theater pioneer 
Gilbert Eastman and the opening of a 
multimedia exhibit celebrating his 
achievements. 

Eastman performed his one-man 
show, ‘‘Me and Aunt Irma,’ which 
takes a humorous look at some of 
the trials and tribulations deaf people 
have when using lipreading, caption- 
ing, or interpreters and pokes fun at 
some of the common misconceptions 
hearing people have about deaf 
people. 

Dr. Don Bangs, this year’s Powrie 
V. Doctor Chair of Deaf Studies, 
opened the multimedia exhibit by 
presenting Eastman with a life-size 
photograph of Eastman’s perfor- 
mance of the lead role in ‘‘Cyrano de 
Bergerac.”’ 

The exhibit is a collaboration by 
several departments at Gallaudet, in- 
cluding Theatre Arts, Archives, Publi- 
cations and Production, and the 
School of Communication. It 
received funding from the School of 
Communication and the Laurent 
Clerc Cultural Fund. 

Eastman also received a Dean’s 
Award from Dr. Njeri Nuru, dean of 
the School of Communication. Dr. 
William Moses, professor in the 
Theatre Arts Department, and Mary 
Lou Novitsky of the Department of 
TV, Film, and Photography also 
received Dean’s Awards for their out- 
standing work. 


Communication Arts undergraduate 
Debra Cole received the School of 
Communication’s Outstanding Student 
Award. Steven Collins, the first deaf 
person to earn a master’s in interpreting, 
received the School of Communica- 
tion’s Award for outstanding achieve- 
ment by a graduate student. Dr. Ceil 
Lucas, associate professor with the 
Department of Linguistics and Inter- 
preting, received the Stein-Garretson 
Award for an outstanding teaching 
record, and Linda Cooper, secretary 
for TV, Film, and Photography, re- 
ceived that department’s Staff Recog- 
nition Award. Communication Arts 
undergraduates Rita Girodano and 
Peter Schultz were awarded $3,600 
Bretzlaff Foundation Scholarships.

Items related to admissions process 
taken up by Faculty Senate April 20 


The University’s Faculty Senate at its 
April 20 meeting took action on a 
number of the 21 recommendations 
made in March by Committee G (Stan- 
dards and Admissions) concerning the 
admissions process but failed to reach 
agreement on others. 

The senate agreed that Gallaudet 
should continue as a member of the 
National Association of College Admis- 
sions and Counselors and adhere to 
that body’s principles; that incoming 
students be advised as soon as possi- 
ble of their status and any conditions 
they may have to meet; that liaisons 
from various Northwest Campus and 
Kendall Green departments meet on a 
regular basis to maintain communica- 
tion; and that former students who 
have been enrolled for four or more 
semesters applying for readmission 
must have all conditions removed be- 
fore being granted regular student 
Status. 

The senate rejected recommenda- 
tions that would have given responsi- 
bility for conducting the entire 
admissions process to the Admissions 
Office, including the transition from 
Northwest Campus to Kendall Green; 
made Committee G responsible for 
Overseeing the transition process; and 
applied the same admissions criteria to 
transferring Northwest Campus stu- 
dents that are used for initial admis- 
sions to Kendall Green. 

The senate also rejected formation 
of an admissions committee composed 
of one Committee G member and one 
member each from the English and 
math or science departments at North- 
west Campus and Kendall Green. Es- 
tablishment of this committee would 
have ended the involvement of the 
Council on Undergraduate Education 
and the Council on Preparatory Studies 
in the admissions process. 

In other business, Senate Chairman 
William Marshall reported that the 
Board of Trustees has rejected the 
faculty’s request for a seat on the 
board. Philip Bravin, chair of the 
board, explained in a letter to Dr. Mar- 
shall that giving the faculty a seat on 
the board would create a conflict of 
interest and ‘“‘change the basic nature 
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and focus of the board.”’ 

According to Bravin, ““Trustees must 
be able to approach issues with a 
broad, long-term vision that is in- 
formed by their outside perspective as 
well as their understanding of the is- 
sues critical to all campus constituen- 
cies. The ability of the board to make 
decisions and set policy that are in the 
interest of the institution as a whole is 
essential.”’ 

Bravin noted that the board has 
received more information in recent 
years from the faculty representative to 
the board and other faculty members, 
and assured Marshall that the board 
“will continue to ensure that it is fully 
aware of faculty thinking and 
concerns.’’
